


WYCOMBE WANDERERS lost another of their top forwards this 
week when Steve Perrin signed a two year contract with 
professionals Crystal Palace. But while the Blues lost one player, 
they gained another. ‘John Delaney who spent four years with 
Wycombe before signing for Bournemouth, has rejoined after two 
years with the club. 

Perrin’s departure comes as no real surprise. He scored the 
remarkable number of 59 goals in two seasons with Wanderers and 
was watched by many professional clubs last term. He said the offer 
was too good a chance to turn down and signed a two year contract 
on Tuesday morning. i : 

There was‘no fee involved in the deal which was arranged between 
the Palace and Wycombe managers, Malcolm Allison and Brian 
Lee, and the player. Instead, Palace will bring down their firs team 
for a game next season. Perrin’s contract with Wycombe is likely to 
be cancelled. i ‘ 

_ Perrin’s departure will leave a massive gap for the Wycombe 
manager to fill. Already Keith Searle, last season’s centre-forward, 
has joined another club, and Perrin’s strong running and excellent 
finishing will be sadly missed. . 

But while the front line looks a little thin at the moment, the 
defence should be stronger than ever. John Delaney will play 
alongside Keith Mead at centre back and his two year’s experience 
at Bournemouth will be immensely useful. Delaney himself k raring 
to go and feels he has a good deal to offer Wycombe, even at the age 
of 34. He will travel up from Dorset to train with the Blues for the 
next two weeks. 


Delaney’s arrival, however, means there is no place for last 
séason’s captain Alan Phillips who was in tremendous form by the 
cad of the season.
